25X1 Comment. The prosent report in connection with previous information indicmtes 
chav aumr airfield is oceusied by a parachute sehool and a unit of the Cuech Air 
Yoree whose organization and mission has not been reported. However, 16 is believed 
thet the main mission of the unit is to train parachutists, ‘the presence of jet 
aircraft is considcred cossible since the field has a very long runway. Previous 
renorts disagree regarding the location of the buildings and hancar., Uowever, it 
is believed for certain that the narachute sckheol is located in the northern section 
of the field. The height of the narechute tower may be overestimated. The officers! 
names are reported for the first time. 
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
